The mottled brown and black color is artificial. There is an extensive straight 
planchet clip opposite IU. The edge has blotches and scratches which seem 
artificially darkened as does the area of the planchet clip. It has been 
compared to a genuine example. 


On the obverse the top of the O is missing and there is an unnatural 
depression in its stead. There is an unnatural depression in the field 

next to the left side of G in GEORGIUS. There is a row of small depressions 
on the right bottom of the neck paralleling the bottom line of the neck. 
There is an irregular depression in the field near and below the center of 
the bottom line of the neck. On the lower neck and slightly above its con- 
cave bend there is a large depression. 


On the reverse there is an unnatural depression on the lower part of E and 
extending toward R. There are two unnatural depressions to the right of the 
palm leaf. There is a die break running between N1A.1 which appears cast 
rather than actual. There are two unnatural depressions between I and B, 
another under B, and another under E. 


All of these defects are indicative of casting and did not occur because 
of die rust, planchet defects or insufficient striking pressure. 


In our opinion the coin is a forgery. 


The coin comes from a group of forged coins and should not be returned to 
the owner without a full disclosure of its prior history.

There is extensive straight 
planchet clip opposite IU. The edge has blotches and scratches which are 
artificially darkened as well as the planchet clip. There is a normal 

die break at NIA.1 on the reverse. There are many depressed blotches, 

one below the center of the bust, several on the lower neck, two large 
areas to the right of the leaf. It has been compared to a genuine example. 


We find nothing fundamentally wrong with this piece except that it is 
artificially toned. Although it comes from a very suspicious group of 
coins we are giving the opinion it is genuine because we have no satis- 
factory reason to the contrary. If we are in error we will need to be 
shown other facts. This is only a modestly scarce piece and we know of 
no reason why anyone would want to forge it.

Both of these breaks are 
too smooth, having lost their sharpness in the casting process. What appears to be 
a planchet clip above IU on the obverse is too smooth to be a clip on this planchet, 
but was most probably on the original coin from which this was cast. The edge shows 


numerous defects that are indicative of casting.
